It 
showed a poulterer calling his fowl 
into convention to consult them as to 
how they would like to be dressed. 
‘‘But w'e don’t want to be killed,” 
said they. ‘‘That’s beside the ques¬ 
tion,’’ said he.

■ Those who are to be decapitated 
cannot be expected to have the same 
viewpoint as the man with the axe. 
He and those who are going to profit 
by it can view the situation with a 
philosophic calm denied to the pros¬ 
pective victims. But we cannot have 
omelettes without the breaking of 
eggs. A reduction is necessary and 
this is the time to make it. We can 
give governments now considering 
redistributions no better advice than 
that given by an M.P., now deceased, 
who once admonished the Laurier 
government to ‘‘hew to the line no 
matter whose ox is gored.”

Last week W. R. Howson, Liberal legislative leader 
provided the nrmst sensational attack in a somewhat com¬ 
bative session when he charg:ed the Public Works Depart¬ 
ment with grtLve irre^larities. He referred to overpay¬ 
ments in yardage of loose rock, overcharges in other op¬ 
erations, and also a failure to let contract^ by tender. Mr. 
McPherson in turn, made indigrnant denial, demanding 
proof, and asking for investigration. 

This attack on the integrity and business methods of 
the Minister of Public Works, comes as a surprise to 
many who have considered that his department has been 
run with efficiency and honesty. Many who have had 
frequent association with him, and have had opportunity 
to judgre his administration, impose every confidence in 
hie character and ability. It will be difficult to persuade 
such people that Mr. McPherson has been guilty either of 
dishonesty or negligence. There are innumerable instan¬ 
ces recorded of his careful supervision of the public 
works instituted in the province, of the strict ^counting 
demanded. So far as any locai projects are (oncemed, 
these have been rigorously checked for the prevention of 
needless expenditure. Similar experiences have been re¬ 
corded throughout the province. It is difficult to recon¬ 
cile the praatical experience of individuals and civic bod¬ 
ies, with the alleged carelessness and dishonesty. It is to 
be hoped a thorough investigation is made. It is incon¬ 
ceivable that Mr. Howson would have made his assertions 
without being confident of their accuracy. But it is quite 
possible that there were circumstances in connection with 
certain projects which were not known to him, but which 
might cast an entirely different light on all transactions. 
Figures have a disconcerting trick of being open to var¬ 
ious interpretations. 

TTie Minister of Public Wbrks also came under fire as 
an extravagant shopper. It was alleged that there were 
too lavish expenditures on Government House furnishings, 
considering the condition of want which prevails in the 
province. There is a good deal of sympathy with such an 
argument except that furnishings must be in keeping 
with position and surroundings. The real solution would 
be to do away with the Lieutenant Governorship which 
has no place in times like these. 

However, the flare-up over carpets and bedspreads, is a 
common complaint all up and dowm the Dwninion. 

Mr. Howson's charges on the other hand, are of a much 
more serious nature, and cannot be permitted to remain 
in the present stage of accusation and denial. Those who 
have regrarded Mr. McPherson with respect, and the De¬ 
partment of Public Works as one of the most capably ad¬ 
ministered departments of the government, are strong in 
the belief that he will come clear. 


WE ARE GOVERNMENT 


The favorite cry of the taxpayer is that he is over- 
governed, and that governments must economize. Is he 
prepared to do his part in reviving his old sen-se of per¬ 
sonal responsibility, which seems to have slipped in the 
past few years? There is no doubt that the,army of sup¬ 
ervisors, inspectors and correctors, who have been moving 
up and down the country in the pa.st few years^ have un¬ 
dermined the independence and responsibility of the av¬ 
erage citizen. Pretty much everything is left up to the 
government, creating manifold bitri^us and departments 
which ^ould be unnecessary if th? individual conscien¬ 
tiously'carried his share. And no major economies need 
be expected until the individual realizes that he is the 
government, that every economy is in his own interest 
and that reduced services mean increased responseibility 
for each citizen. 

If the myriad inspectors and agents were swept out of 
existence, would the province plunge into careless habits 
and ruin? Or would taxpayers buckle on their harness 
and develop a higher degree of personal initiative and 
stamina. Inspectors are after all, only urging people to 
do those things which are in the best interests of indi¬ 
vidual and community welfare. Tliere has been abundance 
of education along this line. Is it not reasonable to sup¬ 
pose that citizens would continue to guard their own in¬ 
terests quite as seriously if everything depended on them¬ 
selves. They know that bad eggs and bad cream are not 
saleable, and that quality always commands a market. 
They surely can safeguard their own fields and adjoining 
highways from weeds. Safegfuards against fire and dis¬ 
ease are merely self-interest and within civic control. Vi¬ 
olation of factory conditior^ brings its own penalty in 
inefficient labor. And so on, indefinitely. The taxpayers 
are this year faced with certain reduced services, tnere- 
fdre they must assume more responsibility for the con¬ 
duct of their persbnal affairs. They can encourage the 
government to cut stilh farthcr in services and inspection. 

There is for instance, a very drastic cut in public 
works. Tnis department has taken one of the major re¬ 
ductions in estimates allowed. This will mean not only 
fewer public projects undertaken, but also a reduction of 
expenditure on existing works. Highways will not be 
straightened and de-dumped, to provide speedways for fast 
moving motorists. And motorists will have to assume 
sonte measure of responsibility for themselves in their 
travels. The Dept, of Public Works is an important de¬ 
partment, and any curtailment of service means either 
added costs to the individual motorist, or additional cau¬ 
tion in his driving. But the public has asked for gener¬ 
al curtailment and must abide by its demands. It should 
be possible to institute economies in many other depart¬ 
ments. 

It would be an-interesting experiment if the people of 
Albarta, would dispense with all the in.<ipection8, super¬ 
visions and “controls" which they have set up, in one 
drastic sweep. Would tne country immediately slip back¬ 
ward, or would the movement result in a more self-reliant 
more socially coasdoos paoplaT 


ANOTHER VIEWPOINT 


In speaking on the resolution of the C C. F., Mr. Mac- 
Kenzie King presents ^his views of the sweeping nature of 
the resolution. He quotes “The government should im¬ 
mediately take measures looking to the setting up of a 
co-operative commonwealth,” and he interprets these 
words as intending to mean that instead of continuing on 
a basis of private property and competition, the structure 
of society is to be completely changed, and there is to be 
an end of private property. It is to pass into the posses¬ 
sion of the state. In the words of the resolution “all the 
natural resources and all the socially neceasary machin¬ 
ery of production." 

Natural resources are the mines, the fields, forests and 
fisheries. Socially necessary machinery would include the 
food, the clothing, housing, etc., for the nation, as well 
as transportation and communication. 

ow could this or any government conceivably carry 
out such a proposal? At present we have oUe very con¬ 
siderable problem in the possession of our one great pub¬ 
lic sepice. Imagine this multiplied many fold. And if 
■itate ownership is to be the answer to our problems, why 
cannot the state make our one great utility pay. Why 
cannot the railroad absorb more of the unemployed? It 
is difficult to see how state control of everything, could 
minimize our troubles. 

“Again, who is to select the leaders of a state which is 
to control everything, and on what basis are they to be 
selected? What is to be the system of reward for ser¬ 
vice? At present there are four contributing factors, in 
production; land, labor, capital and managerial ability. 
These working tog-ether produce the wealth. Labor g^ets 
its reward in wages, capital in interest, and managerial 
ability in salarie.s. But under a socialistic state this basis 
of reward will be altered, and who is going to determine 
the basis of remuneration finder a vast state controlled 
system ? 

“Again, if private property js to be done away with, 
how will those whose property is to be taken away be 
dealt with? If expropriation is not by force or power, 
then it must be assumed that those who possess private 
property will be remunerated. Where is this money to 
come from, and how is it to be raised? People cannot 
support a proposal of state ownership, without having a 
full statement of how it is to be achieved. 

“I do not for >a minute believe what our honorable 
member proposes is communism. It has an entirely dif¬ 
ferent significance. He intends to increase the functions 
of the state, very materially. Communism would mean 
an effort of the workers to take possession of everything, 
state included. Under a system of communism' there 
need not be any organized state, a condition nmeh op¬ 
posed to what the C. C. F. proposes. 

“Opposition to this resolution does not imply opposi¬ 
tion to government ownership. Public ownership is act¬ 
ually operating today under the existing social order. A 
change to a socialistic state is not necessary to advance 
public ownership. But the wisdom of public ownership is 
dependent on the need that must be served. It is not 
uniformly good in every field. For example the post of¬ 
fice operates to the greatest good under public ownership). 
But would the man’ifacturing of shoes or the building of 
hou-ses serve the public need best as a gpg^ntic moc.opoly 
or controlled competition? Public ownership as it ia to¬ 
day carries a payment of interest to those who have in¬ 
vested their means, payment of salaries and wag^s ac¬ 
cording to ability. ||^ut under a socialistic state, public 
ownership would be changed in all these particulars, be¬ 
cause it would do away with payment of interest, and 
bring remuneration to the level that those who control 
the state would determine. 

“This proposed change' would involve a change in the 
constitution Matters affecting property and civil rights 
are in control of the provinces. Would the provincial ad¬ 
ministrations and the people in the different provinces 
>ieid up their control of their natural resources and their 
power over property rights to form a federal socialistic 
state ? 

“What I submit is necessary, is not that we should 
seek our remedies by changing the whole basis of econom¬ 
ic structure, but that we should continue with our social 
and humanitarian legislation and go on with public own¬ 
ership and control in the directions in which they appear 
desirabie and necessary, in the light of conditions as they 
exist.” 


TREES AND SHRUBS 


Trees can make a home more attractive than bricks and 
nwrtar. No dwelling place, however costly, can look 
“homelike” unless surrounded by trees. Any home, how¬ 
ever humble, may be nude attractive and beautiful with 
the aid of trees and shrubs. These provide the welcoming 
sheltering atmosphere that one associates with “home." 

This year many farmers are planning to reduce ort their 
spring sowing. There will be more time available for oth¬ 
er farm pursuits. And how better can a portion of this 
time be spent than in a planting of trees or shrubs to add 
beauty to the home, and to furnish g^arden protection. 
The planting of trees is a permanent improvement, bring¬ 
ing pleasure and satisfaction to succeeding greherations. 
It beautifies the countryside, delighting the eye and bring 
ing intangible, perennial return for the initial labor. 

It is an encouragement to all interested in the beauty 
of home and landscape, to know that the provincial gov¬ 
ernment has available, either to organizations or individ- 
ual.s, a qi^tity of caragana seedlings. The only expense 
involved is the cost of express from the Oliver farm near 
Edmonton to the point of destination. It is the hope of 
the government that school board^ park and cemetery 
committees, and individual home r^tMers will avail them¬ 
selves of this great opportunity to surround public build- 
ing:s, or ganlen plots with caragrana hedges. 

The school houses which dot the countryside are, for 
the mest part, barren and cheerless beyond belief. A 
Tittle labor this year, under this free offer, and within a 
few years, the whole face of the countryside may be 
transformed, resting the eye of the beholder, and leaving 
a permanent influence on the youth of the country. 

There is a further offer of young spruce and pine 
available to those who have already established wooded 
bluffs on their farms and who are interested in encourag¬ 
ing coniferous growth through the West. 

The soothing influence of trees, shrubs and fiowera is 
recognized by everyone. The developments in this respect 
in the town itself, as well as in the country, are an un¬ 
ceasing source of satisfaction. Streets and homes which 
.en years ago were harsh and bleak in outline, have be¬ 
come mellow and gracious through the encouragement of 
tree planting. 

Tnis is a year in which further beautifying may be 
done at a minimum of outlay.

Premier Brownlee last week msule 
his first major address of the session 
in which he replied to criticisms of 
extravagance in the naatter of sal¬ 
aries and travelling expenses. 

He contradicted assertions that 
$800,000 was the sum appearing as 
estimates' for travelling in the cur¬ 
rent year. He said the actual amount 
reported by the provincial auditor 
was $115,000." Touching also on sal-- 
aries of governnient servants, he said 
that after proposed reductions were 
effected, there would be nine officials 
drawing more than $5000 a year. '

premier said that this must be pro; 
vided in view of present conditions.

The government had gone farther 
than any other proviiKe with the ex¬ 
ception of British Columbia in reduc¬ 
ing expenditure.^; and had gone much 
farther than tne Dominion 


Slightly more than half the total 
population of Alberta lived on farms 
two years ago when the census was 
taken, according to a report issued by 
the Dominion Bureau of Statistics. 
The number of residents of rural 
towns and villages is not quoted in 
the report. For the whole of Can¬ 
ada jthe figure was 1,502,628 or about 
15 per cent. 

The report gave the surprising fact 
that Alberta had 41D8 ‘"urban far¬ 
mers” on 969 farms located within 
the limits of incorporated cities, 
towns and villages. The number in 
this classification in ail Canada was 
65,266, or enough to make up a fair¬ 
sized city of their own. ' 

Altogether, Alberta had 375,097 
farmers living on 97,408 farms, thus 
averaging 4.08 person* per farm, as 
compared with 5.41 in prolific Quebec 
and 3.68 in Prince Edward Island. 

Outstanding in the report was the 
fact that only 3,289,507 or 31.7 perl 
cent, of Canada's population lived on 
farms. Of the 728,623 farms in Can¬ 
ada, 281,044 or 38.5 per cent, employ¬ 
ed hired labor for 7,368,671 weeks at 
a cost of $100,425,980 for cash and I 
board, making an average of 26.2 
weeks per farm at an average cost of 
$13.62 per week.—Lethbridge Herald.

Arrowwood Tragedy

eon was international president of 
the Arctic Brotherhood, and a mem¬ 
ber for over thirty years of the R-N. 
W.M.P. and later of the R.C.M.P. He 
retired on pension in 1923. He is 
survived by his widow, a son and two 
stepsons and was 65 years of age. 

Mr. Yeate is a contractor who re¬ 
sided in Calgary for over 25 years. 
He is survived by his widow in Ctd- 
gary. 

In the accident, both men had been 
thrown from the car as it dived over 
the embankment Yeats is believed 
to have died almost immediately 
from a fractured skull, and Wilson 
who was pinned under the car, died 
shortly after. A farmer living near¬ 
by, saw the car plunge into the creek 
and notified Dr, Burke of Blackie 
who, in turn, called Dr. Carson, cor¬ 
oner, of Vulcan, to the scene. 

Inquest 

The inquest on the deaths of J. J. 
Wilson And Alexander Yeats, was 
held in the Bnodgraas Funeral Home, 
High River, on Tue.sday evening. 
Coroner Dr. Carson of Vulcan pre- 
sideil with Constable McKay, R.C.M. 
P., conducting the inquiry. Jurymen 
were Dr. Bedingfield, foreman; F. 1). 
Blake, F’rank Ward, George V'oung, 
Clark F’yres, Thomas Michie. 

A/ter hearing the evidence of wit¬ 
nesses, the jury^ brought in the fol- 
'owing verdict: 

“That John J. Wilson and Alexan- 
Icr Yeats came to their deaths as the 
psult of an automobile aceident at 
he bridge on the West Arrowwood 
'reek, 20 miles east of High River 
>n the Sunshme Trail, about 3 p.m 

Mi.ss D. Bpnd of High River was a 
town viaitor on Sunday. 


March 18. We believe that the acci¬ 
dent was caused by snow and soil 
drifting, making it temporarily very i 
dangerous, and we recommend that] 
greater care should be exercised to 
placard all highways which, for any 
cause are rendered temporarily or 
seasonally unsafe for modem public 
travel.’’ 

First witnesses called were Wm. 
Green and A. S. Brown of Calgary, 
who identified the bodies of Wilson 
and Yeats respectively, testifying to 
their good health before leaving Cal- 
grary. Dr. Burke of Blackie gave evi¬ 
dence of the condition of the victims 
when he arrived at the scene of ihe 
accident. Mr. Yeats had died before 
his arrival, due, in the doctor’s opin¬ 
ion, to fracture at the base of the 
skull. Mr. Wilson was still alive, 
.suffering severely from? shock and 
pulseless. After certain preliminary 
attention, the ambulance, which had 
been phoned for before the doctor 
left Blackie, had arrived. But Mr. 
Wilson died twenty minutes after be¬ 
ing removed to the ambulance. He 
suffered from lacerations of the scalp 
about six inches long and a slight 
abrasion over the left molar bone. 

Gerald Gingrass was the next wit¬ 
ness. He said: “I am a farmer re¬ 
siding inunediately west of the Ar¬ 
rowwood bridge. At nearly 3 pm. on 
Monday, I looked out the window and 
saw a sedan approaching from the 
west. I thought by the way they 
were driving that they did not know 
there was a bad place near the bridge 
I rushed out, only to see the car go¬ 
ing over the bridge. Hurrying im¬ 
mediately to the scene I saw one 
man in the water, outside the car. I 
pulled him out to the east side of the 
creek (this was Mr. WHlson).. He 
was alive but did not seem conscious. 
I also found a man under the right- 
hind wheel of the car. Seeing I could 
not lift the car, I ran for help and 
got Sam Stewart and Bill Holoboff, 
and we succeeded in getting the man 
(Mr. Yeats) from under the wheel. 
He was bleeding badly from nose and 
ears. Leaving Mr. Stewart in care, I 
went to have Mrs. Coy (about a mile 
away) phone for Dr. Burke. When 
I returned Mr. Stewart said that Mr. 
Yeats had died. Mr. Wilson had 
been covered up and laid below the 
bridge on the east side.’’ 

Mr. Stewart's Evidence substantiat¬ 
ed that of Mr. Gingrass, as did that 
of Mr, Holoboff. Mr. Gingrass 
questioned as to the rate at which the 
car was travelling, gave it as about 
40 miles in his opinion. ’The wit¬ 
nesses testified to the dangerous con¬ 
dition of the road for about 100 yards 
on the west approach to the bridge. 
Melting snow, ice and dirt contrib¬ 
uted to the danger, and the road was 
rutted, with the ruts taking a curve 
from north to south when near the 
bridge. The car left the road on the 
south side. It was brought out that 
the hazard of this danger zone is in¬ 
creased to the unfamiliar motorist, 
because it is unexpected. The high¬ 
way, which is good up to this point, 
takes a sudden drop and the ap¬ 
proaching traveller is unaware of the 
condition, till within approximately 
twenty yards of the bad place. Wit- 
ne.sses said many cars traversed the 
spot and up to the tragedy on Sun¬ 
day which cost the life of Mr. Gray, 
thpre had been no serious accidents. 
•Mr. Gingrass said that in the past 
three weeks, he had seen four cars 
leave the road there, but they had 
lodged in /nowbanks. The road had 
been in bad shape for the past three 
weeks or a month. There were no 
danger placards. So far aa witness 
knew, no authority had been notified 
as to the dangerous condition. 

Dr. Bedingrfield asked: “Is it the! 
particular duty of anyone on this 
Iiighway to turn in reports of a con- 
iition such as this?" But this ques¬ 
tion went unanswered. 

The jurymen commended the ac¬ 
tions of Mr. Gerald Gingrrass, the eye 
witness, who had acted so promptly 
and capably throughout.
